Women Reluctant To Go 
_’ From Colony. 


Only ono American woman in ten 
hag Jeft the Colony since the begin- 
ning of. mnss evacuation, it was 
learned ‘yesterday. On July 1 there 
were 320 American women and 285 
American children in Hongkong. In 
the past two weeks only 33 women 
and-61 children have felt, 


Amerlenn worien in Hongkong do 
not wish to leave, and this Indecision 
is. ef greater coneern-to them and 
their husbands than the nctual pro- 
cess of evacuntlon. A few expect to 
sail to-morrow on the American liner 
President Tart, 


The attitude of the United States 
Government ia still understood to be 
that American women and children 
are encournged to gb while accommo~ 
dation is available, If there had to 
be ah {mmediate evacuation it would 
be. very uncomfortable, parttcularly 
for women and children. The Amc- 

rican. gunbouts-Tulsa and Asheville, 
of course, could bo used and are 


standing by for such a contingency. . 


Bugeage allowances at a tlme of 
evacuntion. are always governed by 
accommodation and space available, 
and this applics fo Amerlean women 
in the future as it has to European 
women in the past. That Is one of 

‘|the principal reasons some American 
women are leaving on the larger. 
passenger sleamers, 


Until evacuation began, Amertcan 
Women were active in war worl, 
“meeting frequently in the American 
Club for this purpose. Prominent nas 
lenders were Mra, Lambert Dunbar, 
who sailed for Amerlen by Empress 
Niner reeently, and Mra, David Biggar, 
who left on the President Coolldge. 


Of the remnining Amerlenns In 
Hongkonn very few are sinile women, 
Some 30 or 40 are wives of officers of 
the United Stites Novy, and a con- 
siderable number are ynisslonaries, on 
Chung Chau Island, 


No American men have evacuated, 
On July 1 there were 272 American 
men here, and to-day there are 271, 
on executive of the Standard Oil 
Compnny having fone on a business 
trip to Manila, 

Practically ‘no Americun mission- 
aries have left the Colony, and, untlk 
issues are more certain, there is little

Attack Described 

Appearing for the prosecution, Mr. 
J, P. Murphy, Assistant Crown Solici- 
tor, said about 8,15 aim. on June 19, 
the student, Ching Man-chculk, 17, 
was walking tn Waterloo Road, near 
Argyle Street on his. way to school. 
By the junction of the two roads, he 
noticed two men walking towards 
him. One of these was Kwong, and 
us they neared the student, they 
sepurated and walked on elther side 
of him. One of them suid, “Give me 
some money,” but Ching took no 
notice. Kwong then put his arms 
around Ching, pinning his arms to 
his side. ‘ 

A third mun then approached and 
pointed 1 weapon which looked like 
u trinngular file at Ching’s throat 
ang suid,'“Hurry up and give some~ 
thing." A fourth man appeared on 
the scene and snatched a watch from 
Ching's whist, breaking the strap In 
doing so. Ching however, struggled 
and managed to take back the watch. 
The man with the file prodded him 
with it, and enabled the other man 
to gain possession of the watch once 
more, All four men then ran away. 

Ching called out and a Chinese on 
a bleyele who heard him, jumped off 
the vehicle. and gave chase, One.of

three, seeing this, stopped, returned 
and tried to release him.

Middlesex 
Regiment, whose attention had been 
attracted, ‘gave chase and caught 
another of the robbers (second ac- 
cused) near a military schoo] in 
Soures Avenuc. 

When accused = were charged, 
Kwong said he hod..merely | met 
Cheng while walling and had not 
taken part in the robbery. Cheng 
denied he had held a knife, but ad- 
mitted placing his arms eround the 
student. * ‘ 

After evidence by witnesses for the 
prosecution, defendants madc state- 
ments from the dock similar to the 
statement made to the Police when 
charged though Cheng added he had 
put his arms around Ching In’ order 
to pull him away from his assailants, 
---The- Jury..returned. unanimous..ver 
dicts of guilty against both accused. 

Kwong admitted he had a previous 
conviction only nine. days prior to 
the robbery for demanding moncy 
with menaces, Cheng admitted pre- 
vious convictions for soliciting for an 
Immoral purpose, Jarceny und house- 
breaking. ‘
